As  a  cut  flower  the  Delphinium  is 
unrivalled,  for  it  is  a  splendid  keeper  and 
makes  a  glorious  display.  Because  of  its 
diversity  of  forms  and  colours,  it  is  par¬ 
ticularly  attractive.  Florets  range  in  col¬ 
our  from  deepest  Indigo  Blue  to  lightest 
Lavender,  Pink  and  many  beautiful  pas¬ 
tel  shades,  with  bees  of  black,  brown  or 
yellow  and  oftentimes,  white.  Plants 
grow  from  four  to  seven  feet  tall,  one 
plant  perhaps  with  florets  placed  airily 
and  gracefully  on  the  spikes  and  others 
of  Wrenham  or  Hollyhock  type  with 
massive  stalks  of  closely  set  florets.
